History is written by the victors, but it is re-written by the internet. 
A prime example of this is The YouTube series, Epic Rap Battles of 
History. Now, Dr. Cuff may question their accuracy, but they do 
provide a funny window into the past. One of the more popular 
videos has Thomas Edison facing off against rival inventor Nikola Tesla. 
In real life, both men competed bitterly for fame and fortune during 
the turn of the twentieth century. In the end, Edison died a wealthy, 
well-known socialite, while Tesla died alone and penniless. Prior To his 
death, Tesla sooke these ominous words. 


“Let the future fell the truth, and evaluate each one according 
to his work and accomplishments. The present is theirs; the future, for 
which | have really worked, is mine” 


When you're a college student, everybody always wants to talk 
about your future. You go home for Christmas break, and if seems 
like relatives interrogate you. What do you want to do with your life? 
Do you have a girlfriend? Are you sure majoring in broadcasting is a 
good idea? But the closer your get to graduation, the less people 
ask about your future and the more they ask about the present.

Our 
parents start believing those chain emails with articles about the 
“entitlement generation,” and how all our cell Dhones and video 
games have made us self-centered, useless members of society. The 
conversation then turns to debt and unemployment, and soon, the 
cynicism reaches us, foo. And suddenly, we begin worrying not only 
about our present, but our futures as well. 


As a broadcast student, | soent over a year trying to develop a 
30 second TV commercial for Westminster College. | soent weeks 
brainstorming about what made Westminster stand out from other 
schools. What can the school give students for the here and now? 
We have a cafeteria where the fire alarm goes off if you make 
waffles, a science building that is slowly being swallowed up by the 
earth, and a broadcast department with cameras that are older 
than me. 


But at Westminster, a professor will call you on a Saturday 
morning in July to ask how your summer internship is going. At 
Westminster, your capstone advisor doesn't roll her eyes when you ask 
for another letter of recommendation. You can spend two hours in 
somebody's office talking about options for grad school. The registrar 
knows you by name, and the department chair will even give you a 
bound of home-grown bacon as a housewarming gift for your first 
apartment. 


At Westminster, a whole community will come together to mourn 
the loss of a friend. It's a reminder that the kindness we show others in 
the present can affect the future for years to come.
